The gentlemen are E. K. Sover and 
E. G. Vanhorn. of Canton. They bare 
money behind them and are prepared 
to carry out their contract with the 
board.

TELE AGE can now gire its readers the 
details of that interesting document. 
E- K. Sover and E. G. Yanhorn 
agree to erect a plant for the manu- 
facture of bottles and other glass arti- 
cles under the following conditions: 
First—Party of the first part agrees 
to erect and operate said factory for 
the manufacture of bottles and other 
glass articles and locate and maintain 
the same on the premises hereinafter 
described. 


Second—First party agrees to em- 


ploy in the factory persons in such 
number as that -:he average of per- 
sons so employed shall not be less 
than 50 per month, for each Tear of 
the period of ten reaw, subject to the 
exception hereinafter mentioned. 


Third—First party further agrees 
that the average monthly pavroll for 
each year shall not be less than *4,000. 
Fourth—First party agrees to erect, 
operate and maintain said factory on 
four 
acres 
of 
ground, which is 
a part of what is known as the sheet 
mill ground, situated on the east s>de 
of the Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad 
on the north end of what has been 
known as the Henry Hay farm. Said 
party to erect a building to contain a 
six hole day lank with a capacity of 
100 gross per Jay. 


Fifth—Said first party shall operate 
the factory for ten years from the 
date of tbe commencement of the op- 
eration 
and 
to 
run 
contin- 
uously 
so 
that 
said 
factory 
shall 
be 
in 
operation 
on an 
average not less than 
tbe time 
required to be run by the Bottle 
Blowers' association each year.

proper to show a compliance with this 
contract. 


Eleventh—In tbe event the first 
party, during the period of ten years, 
shall sell tbe plant it is understood 
and agreed that such sale shall be 
made subject to all the conditions of 
this contract and the purchaser as- 
sumes all tbe ooligations of the first 
party hereto, and this contract is 
binding upon the parties hereto, their 
successors and assigns. 
'Twelfth—It is further understood 
and agreed that if the said first 
party shall within 12 months from 
the signing of this contract erect on 
the premises herein described a build- 
ing of like size and capacity, with a 
number of men equal to the number 
herein provided for, and shall comply 
with

"Cbanes Everhart, of Coshocton, 
was in this city Sunday and Monday 
searching for his missing daughter, 
Percilla Everhart. 
She left home 
about three months ago to come to 
this city to make her home with a 
Mrs. Miller and last'week the fatber 
received a letter asking him to meet 
her at the Wheeling depot in this city 
Saturday night. 
"Mr. Everhart came to th»s city 


from Cosuocton Saturday evening but 
the daughter was not at the train to 
meet him. He remained at. a hotel 
Saturday night and Sunday began a 
diligent search for the girL He visit- 
ed a number of families of the name 
of Miller liriog in tne city without 
finding any trace of bis daughter and 
reported tbe matte*- to the police. 
'•Miss Everharfc is aged about 12 
years and is quite large for her age- 
She has a light complexion with heavy 
light hair and blue eyes and is prepos- 
sessing in appearance. Soe had come 
to this cay at the request of another 
sister who formerly lived here aad 
who secured the position for her. 
Tbe other sister is now in Columbus. 
Mr. Everbart and some friends start- 
ed on a visit of some of the city's in- 
dustrial establish men is Monday in the 
hope of finding the girl."

It CMtaias a Great Many Growing 


•ens ef Plant Life. 


EDITOR AGE — Vegetation some- 
times seems to secrete herself in some 
dismal recess. Though solitary and 
uninviting, we find those places occu- 
pied by numerous pageants of vegeta- 
ble life, some stately and imposing, 
others modest and reclining, and oc- 
casionally in such variety as to aston- 
ish the inquisitive botanist. 
Such is the character and decora- 
tions of an acre or two of land owned 
by our board of trade within our city 
limits. It seems to ;be better suited 
for 
a 
botanical 
garden, 
in 
which our pupils in betany may spend 
many hours of profitable study, than 
for the economical purpose for Jwhich 
it was purchased. In that rough, wild, 
anattractive comer of land west of 
the carriage factory on Chestnut 
street is found the greatest variety of 
vegetation I have ever seen crowded 
noon so limited an area. 
QTo confirm this statement I will 
name the younj trees and shrubs and 
a few other plants thereon:

all." he says, "was that of the gold 
jewelry of the tvign of King Zer. While 
we were clearing out this royal tonib a 
workman noticed a. piece of the ana of 
a mummy lying in a broken hole in the 
wall He did not pass it by as worth- 
less. but looked In at one end and saw 
a lump of sold. Now. ordinary human 
nature, and still more Arab nature. 
pats in a anger and hooks out a lump of 
goM when it can. But our workmen 
are far too well trained to do that, and J 
so the arm was laid down again till we 
could see It. After reporting It the 
piece was brought Intact to our huts, 
and that evening an hour or two was 
spent In opening it up carefully and re- 
cording how everything was placed. 
lastly weighing the gold and giving the 
finder more than its Intrinsic value. 
Tans we safely recovered the oldest 
group of Jewelry known In the world. 
the four bracelets of the queen of King 
Zer. about 4700 B. C., some 2.000 years 
earlier than any other jewelry thus far 
identified. 


"The first bracelet is formed of alter- 


nate plaques of gold and turquoise. 
each surmounted with the royal hawk 
and paneled to Imitate the front of the 
tomb or palace. This bracelet has a 
history in itself. The turquoise plaques 
bear a much more archaic and lumpy 
form of hawk than the gold pieces, and 
they show signs of having been worn 
alternately with large beads. From the 
style, like that of Mena, tL=y were 
made probably at the accession of King 
Zer. Later the hawks in gold were 
made la the more advanced style to 
form a bracelet with the turquoise. All 
the piece* were numbered, with lines 
on the bases sloping for one half. 
straight for the other half, of the 
bracelet Four turquoise and five gold 
pieces were lost, and so the eighteen of 
each were reduced to the present aum- 
bers. 
"The next bracelet i* curiously built 


up- The ceaterplece of gold appears to 
be copied from the seed vessel of a 
desert plant On either side are beads 
of turquoise and gold and lastly a large 
amethyst ball of deep color. The back 
half is of the same material. The two 
sides are braids of gold wire aad thick 
hair plaited together."

Sad Tale of Shipwreck. 


St. Johns, N. P., Oct. L— :Three sur- 


vivors of the crew of the schooner 
G. W Roberts, who arrived here, tell 
a sad tale of shipwreck.

Concepcion b_y, with a cargo of coaL 
When eastward of the island of St. 
Pierre she lost her rudder in a heavy 
breeze and became 
unmanageable. 


She managed to reach Hell Gate, be- 
tween the islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon. Three men went ashore 
for a tug to tow them to St. Pierre.

Two hours elapsed 
before a tug was secured, and when 
she reached the place where the 
schooner was left there'was no trace 
of the vessel. The supposition is that 
the schooner foundered, carrying the 
captain and two men to the bottom.

It la said at 
the war department that no successor 
win be named until Secretary Root 
returns to Washington. It is said that 
Colonel William M. Bisbee of the 
Thirteenth Infantry was to have been 
given the post had President McKIn- 
ley lived. He is a native of Rhode 
Island and enlisted in the civil war as 
a private soldier, being brevetted 
twice for gallantry.

Tbe seed of 
anarchy is sown and cultivated atthetr 
meetings, and its ripening generally 
brings death to the door of an Innocent 
person and throws a shadow of gloom 
over the entire nation. That the cer- 
tainty of death to an anarchist is not 
a sufficient safeguard Is more than ap- 
parent. Tbe first and only sure step, 
then, is to prevent the seed from being 
sown and cultivated, and this work 
under the existing Inadequacy of one 
laws must naturally fall to the polk*. 
Anarchists a» a rule. I believe, congre- 
gate and bold their meetings In tbe 
larger cities and are generally known 
to the police as having anarchic Ideas 
and principles. 
-Let a little closer watch be placed 


upon them, prevent them from gather- 
ing together for the purpose of making 
abusive and , Inflammatory speeches, 
and should one of them at any time 
change his place of residence immedi- 
ately notify the police of that place of 
his coming; dog their footsteps -like we 
would that of a murderer., as I doubt 
not we win always find them accesso- 
ries before the fact, and In time they 
will become scattered. They will find 
no ground where the seeds of anarchy 
can be successfully sown, and mm one 
generation passes away and tbe youn- 
ger take their places I do not believe 
.that they will have the insane force of 
their convictions. 


"To make such a plan successful tt 


would of course have to be universal, 
the courts would have to liberally con- 
strue the laws and uphold tbe police in 
their efforts, bnt that some such step 
must be taken no one »*«" doubt, and I 
heartily Indorse the resolution inviting 
the heads of tbe foreign police depart- 
ments to participate In our •*>«««i dis- 
cussions. I would sngvest that steps 
be now taken to have each government 
appoint a representative to meet at 
some given point to formulate some 
plan of co-operation looking toward the 
elimination from our society of the evQ 
of anarchy."
